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This  single-story,  wooden  frame  structure  contains  three 
1 2-  by  1 6-foot  bents  that  will  provide  for  the  storage  of  20 
or  more  tons  of  different  materials  in  each  bent.  A  1 6-foot 
concrete  slab  in  front  of  the  building  allows 
maneuverability  of  equipment  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  The 
storage  floor  is  raised  above  the  surrounding  terrain  to 
provide  water  drainage  away  from  the  storage. 

For  economy  of  construction  and  durability  of  frame 
and  walls,  timber  column  or  a  pressure-preservative- 
treated  post  frame  is  used.  The  extra  rafter  at  interior 
columns  allows  a  roof  load  in  excess  of  30  lb/in2  with 
allowable  bending  stress  of  1,200  lb/in2.  All  materials  in 
contact  with  the  pile  of  fertilizer  except  nails  are  corrosion 
resistant.  Natural  ventilation  under  the  roof  is  provided
